WASHINGTON (A P ) — North 
Vietnam and the United States 
apparently

starting peace talks. But U.S. 
officials see little prospect the 
talks would he “ productive” as 
required by President Johnson.

$450 million in gold from the na 
tion’s money stocks to help cov 
er the recent rash of speculative 
gold buying in Europe. 


This raised to $925 million the 
amount of gold transferred dur 
ing December from the money 
stocks to the Exchange Stabile 
zation Fund from -which sales of 
gold are made to foreign buy 
ers. 


The new transfer was made 
on Dec. 28, the Treasury said. 
A similar transfer of $475 mil­ 
lion was made the first wreek in 
December.

n ecessarily select the man

thought best qualified

Presid en t, . . I would like to 
see the con ven tion pick a man 
who can win over John son n ext 
November.” 
Well, everyon e kn ows 
that 
oracles other than the Delphic 
split-’em-d own -the * mid d le fel­ 
low have said ‘Nixon can ’t win .” 
Hut Ike, presumably slicin g on e 
off to the right (though by n o 
mean s as 
far 
as 
the 
birch 
wood s), wen t on to give the back 
of his han d to George Romn ey 
of Michigan . “ He soun d s

a man in a pan ic,” Ike said of 
George. If Nixon can 't get pro­

“Two, we’ll d epict the terrific 
effort of the police d epartmen ts 
to track d own a case of this n a­ 
ture. Nothin g was left un d on e; 
even ESP an d min d read ers 
were employed in an effort to 
hun t the killer. 
“Three, the picture will show 
a city in the grip of terror an d 
what happen s to people un d er 
such circumstan ces. Four, we 
will presen t the pitiable case of 
Albert DeSalvo, a classic case 
of schizophren ia. He was really 
two people: a man who was d e­ 
voted to his home an d family, 
an d a ruthless killer. There are 
others like him who n eed help 
an d they aren ’t gettin g it.” 
Fleischer will begin filmin g 
late this mon th in the Beacon 
Hill an d Charles Street areas 
where the stran gler operated . 
He’ll shoot from five to six 
weeks in 40-50 d ifferen t loca­ 
tion s, then return here for in te­ 
riors. Non e of the actual murd er 
location s will be used . 
“The lan d lord s d on ’t wan t the 
publicity; 
the 
ten an ts 
would 
move out if they kn ew the mur­ 
d ers took place there,” said the 
d irector. “ But in some cases we 
will be filmin g n ext d oor to the 
scen es of the stran glin gs.” 
The ackn owled ged stran gler, 
DeSalvo, who is n ow servin g a 
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life sen ten ce for an other crime, 
will be portrayed by Ton y Cur­ 
tis, but Fleischer assured it will 
be “a n ew Ton y Curtis—we’re 
chan gin g his n ose, his face, the 
color of his hair an d eyes.” 
John Bottomly, who head ed the 
stran gler bureau of the state at­ 
torn ey gen eral’s office an d coor­ 
d in ated the search for the m urd ­ 
erer, will act as techn ical ad vis­ 
er. His role will ho played by 
Hen ry Fon d a. 
Fleischer an d prod ucer Rob­ 
ert Fryer wan ted the man who 
was 
Massachusetts 
attorn ey 
gen eral to portray himself. But 
he is n ow Sen . 
Ed ward W. 
Brooke, an d the film makers 
d oubt if he will accept their of­ 
fer. 
Securin g clearan ces from liv­ 
in g person s was a large chore 
for 20th Cen tury-Fox; 42 p e r 
sous had to sign releases to al­ 
low themselves to be portrayed . 
DeSalvo himself was n o prob­ 
lem. He had alread y sign ed a 
clearan ce when he told his story

ter, they n eed some ad d ition al 
amplification of soun d . 
The old cliche, “It’s n ot that 
I d on ’t hear, but rather every­ 
bod y whispers,” is an easy way 
to avoid 
comin g 
face-to-face 
with the problem. 
The id eal way to han d le 
a 
problem of d eafn ess is first to 
be seen by an otologist, a spe­ 
cialist in the problems of the 
ear an d hearin g.

Frequen tly d octors make use 
of their services. 
There are n ow man y rem ark­ 
able n ew operation s which can 
be performed safely for the re­ 
turn of hearin g. A specific con ­ 
d ition called otosclerosis 
is 
a 
type of d eafn ess which 
occurs 
in families 
an d respon d es re­ 
markably to on e type of opera­ 
tion called stapes surgery. 
Other operation s for the 
re­ 
pair 
of 
perforated ear d rums 
can n ow return hearin g to man y 
people who have 
had chron ic 
in fection s. 


Un fortun ately, there is as yet 
n o effective treatm en t or opera­ 
tion for n erve d eafn ess. Nerve 
d eafn ess is the subject of much 
research usin g some of the re­ 
markable electron ic d evices of 
this mod ern space age in an ef­ 
fort to return hearin g to those 
(who have it) 
afflicted 
by 
n erve d eafn ess. 
Hearin g 
aid 
man ufacturers 
an d their d istributors have be­ 
come very im portan t members 
of the health team. They are n o 
lon ger 
hearin g 
aid salesmen 
whose on ly purpose is to sell 
an in strumen t. Too often , in the 
past, people who could least af­ 
ford to buy an in strum en t were 
pressured in to the sale, on ly to 
fin d that the in strumen t fin al­ 
ly lan d ed un used in the d raw er

closet. 
The d isappoin tmen t 
is greater 
than

loss. That 
d isappoin tmen t 
is 
overwhelmin g

The Delphic Oracle

Dwight Eisenhower, through 
one of those third person inter­ 
v iew s which, in this ease, sub­ 
stituted a "golfing crony” for 
the old dodge of the “W h i t e 
House 
spokesman,” spoke his 
lines on 1968 to reporter Felix 
Belair Jr. of the New 
Y o r k 
Times, and the Delphic Oracle 
in Greece has retired in con­ 
fusion. “I know when I'm beat,” 
said the Oracle in his most def­ 
inite statement of 25 centuries. 
Was Ike plugging the candi­ 
dacy of “ my boy” Richard Nix- 
on? Well, no—but possibly yes. 
“Even if I had the power 
to 
name the next Republican Pres­ 
idential nominee,” he told 
the 
"golfing crony” (does Belair ac­ 
tually play golf?), “ I would not 
necessarily select the man 
I 
thought best qualified 
to 
be 
President. . . I would like to 
sec the convention pick a man 
who can win over Johnson next 
November.” 
Well, everyone knows 
that 
oracles other than the Delphic 
split-’em-down the * middle fel­ 
low have said 'Nixon can’t win.” 
But Ike, presumably slicing one 
off to the right (though by no 
means as 
far 
as 
tile 
birch 
woods), went on to give the back 
of his hand to George Romney 
of Michigan. "He sounds 
like 
a man in a panic,” Ike said of 
George. If Nixon can’t get pro­ 
digious mileage out of 
t h i s 
statement in his forthcoming 
primary trek through the New 
Hampshire snows he is a les­ 
ser man than even his most 
serious detractors suppose 
he 
is. (Can’t you see what the Man­ 
chester (N.H.) 
Union • Leader 
could do with the phrase, “pan­ 
icky George’’?) So Ike has both 
knocked Nixon down and propp­ 
ed him up, and New Hampshire 
will tell which of the Eisenhow­ 
er 
statements 
takes 
prece­ 
dence. The Delphic Oracle, who 
was always right no m atter what 


happened, could hardly 
have 
done better. 
Eisenhower told one unnam­ 
ed friend that be had a com­ 
pletely 
open mind about Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, but not so open 
that he would accept the "ob­ 
vious political contrivance” of 
a Rockefeller • Reagan 
ticket. 
Since Rocky needs tile support 
of conservatives to get t h e 
nomination, he would presuma­ 
bly have to take Reagan as his 
running mate as the price 
of 
success. So Ike’s “open mind­ 
edness” doesn’t go so far 
as 
to endorse the “ marriage 
of 
convenience” which would put 
Rockefeller over. As a military 
man, Eisenhower certainly has 
heard that old West Point ax­ 
iom. "he who wills the end must 
also will the means.” So where 
does Nelson Rockefeller come 
out when the “ means” is a deal 
with the Reaganites? 
And where does Ike 
leave 
Ronald Reagan? ‘The “golfing 
crony” did not say, except 
by 
inference or implication, which­ 
ever way you want to take it. 
What Eisenhower did say 
to 
his crony was that “ if 
a n y 
Republican or Democrat sug­ 
gests that we pull out of Viet­ 
nam and turn our backs on the 
more than 13,000 Americans who 
died there in the cause of free­ 
dom, they will have me to con­ 
tend with.” This could rule out 
Senator Chuck Percy if his dove 
proclivities haven’t been eras­ 
ed by the memory of those Viet­ 
cong bullets that recently flew 
over his head. But if Percy is 
out, does that mean that Rea­ 
gan is in? Plotting it on 
a 
graph, you might say "yes.” 
But Ike Eisenhower has

Movie on Strangler

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Latest 
of the real-life crimes to receive 
the film treatm ent is the saga of 
the Boston strangler, which be­ 
gins production in Boston late 
this month. 
Some critics have asked what 
films like "Bonnie and Clyde” 
and “ In Cold 
Blood” prove, 
aside from the fact that today’s 
audiences 
appear 
fascinated 
with violence and murder. 
Richard Fleischer, who will 
be directing "The Boston Stran­ 
gler,” has an answer for his 
own film: 
“ I think the picture will offer 
a number of comments that 
could prove valuable. One, it 
will point out the violence that 
lies 
beneath 
the 
surface 
all 
around us; it will show the need 
to investigate the latent insanity 
that could erupt into violence at 
any time. 
"Two, we’ll depict the terrific 
effort of the police departments 
to track down a case of this na­ 
ture. Nothing was left undone; 
even ESP and mind readers 
were employed in an effort to 
hunt the killer. 
“Three, the picture will show 
a city in the grip of terror and 
what happens to people under 
such circumstances. Four, we 
will present the pitiable case of 
Albert DeSalvo, a classic case 
of schizophrenia. He was really 
two people; a man who was de­ 
voted to his home and family, 
and a ruthless killer. There are 
others like him who need help 
and they aren’t getting it.” 
Fleischer will begin filming 
late this month in the Beacon 
Hill and Charles Street areas 
where the strangler operated. 
He’ll shoot from five to six 
weeks in 40-50 different loca­ 
tions, then return here for inte­ 
riors. None of the actual murder 
locations will be used. 
“Tile landlords don’t want the 
publicity; 
the 
tenants 
would 
move out if they knew the mur­ 
ders took place there,” said the 
director. "But in some cases we 
will be filming next door to the 
scenes of the stranglings.” 
The acknowledged strangler, 
DeSalvo, who is now serving a 
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life sentence for another crime, 
will be portrayed by Tony Cur­ 
tis, but Fleischer assured it will 
be “ a new Tony Curtis—we’re 
changing his nose, his face, the 
color of his hair and eyes.” 
John Bottomly, who headed the 
strangler bureau of the state at­ 
torney general’s office and coor­ 
dinated the search for the m urd­ 
erer, will act as technical advis­ 
er. His role will he played by 
Henry Fonda. 
Fleischer and producer Rob­ 
ert Fryer wanted the man who 
wras 
Massachusetts 
attorney 
general to portray himself. But 
he is now Sen. 
Edward W. 
Brooke, and the film makers 
doubt if he will accept their of­ 
fer. 
Securing clearances from liv­ 
ing persons was a large chore 
for 
2 0th Century-Fox; 42 per­ 
sons had to sign releases to al­ 
low themselves to be portrayed. 
DeSalvo himself was no prob­ 
lem. He had already signed a 
clearance when he told his story 
to Gerold Frank, who wrote the
